THE SLAYER’S STATEMENT 
IN HIS OWN DEFENSE.

Wasninecton, D. C., Nov. 29.—The un- 
precedented and memorable spectacie was 
afforded yesterday of an assasin of a Presi- 
dent called to tire witness-stand to testify to 
his legal innocence on the plea of insanity.

Under Mr. Sceoviille’s 
interrogations he. gave a narrative 
of his life from his earliest recollection. He 
looked very pale, his lips were white, and his 
manner agitated. He was certainly now in 
a “talkative mood,” and rattled on about his 
parents and himself in a volubie strain. It 
was, indeéd, an extraordinary narrative—his 
unhappy boyhood, his quarrels with his 
father until the latter had subjugated his 
boy’s will and made a convert of him, his 
dreary years amid the unco) genial scenes of 
THE ONEIDA COMMUNITY, 

until, finally, he could brook their practices 
no longer, and fled secretly and took refuge 
with his relatives, his feeble attempts in 
business and the law, end, finally; his wan- 
derings as an apostle of new religious ideas, 
without clothing, friends, or food, his 
lectures to thin @d scornful audiences, 
whose jibes did not break his spirit or keep 
his from further experiments in his mission.

THE TRIAL. 
PROCEEDINGS. 

WasutneTon, D. C., Nov, 20.—The crowd 
in and about the court this morning was 
greater than ever. Immediately upon the 
opening of court Guiteau was called to the 
witness-stand and took his place, closely 
watched and guarded by policemen and 

officers. He was asked by Scoville to 
givé some imeidents from his earliest Pecol- 
lections of his mother. . 

Guiteau replied: “Am I to be put on as a 
regular witness today or only to identify 
some letters? 1 supposethelatter. lam not 
feeling at all well today, but shall be much 
better in a week or so.”’ 

Scoville—I had arranged to examine you 
today, and there are no other wenesses pres- 
ent. 

Guiteau—You should have had your wit- 
nesses on hand. I object to going on the 
stand when I am not feeling well, to be sub- 
jected to cross-examination by counsel for 
the prosecution. 1 have got a good deal to 
say. I wantto go over the whole business 
carefully and scientifically, so to speak, and 
I want to be in good talking condition. 

Scoville—l shall only ask you some simple 
questions. 

Guiteau—I am willing to answer, provided 
the prosecution will not take advantage of 
my presence on the stand to force me to state 
my entire defense. 

JUDGE PORTER, 
ot the prosecution, suggested that the papers 
and letters which were put in evidence and 
identified yesterday should be read, as they 
must necessarily be at some stage of the 
trial. 

Mr. Scoville explained that he had endeav- 
ored to arrange for the introduction of his 
evidence according to his idea of propriety 
and logical fitness. He knew tbe prisoner 
was not feeling well today, and he had ex- 
pected he would become tired or exhausted, 
when he had proposed to ask the indulgence 
of the Court, and postpone further examina- 
tion. He did desire, however, to ask the 
prisoner a few questions today. 

Guiteau—I am perfectly willing to do that; 
but I do not want the prosecution to take ad- 
vantage of my presence here to cross-ex- 
amine today. 

Scoville—The Court will relieve you if you 
feel ill. 

Guitean—With that understanding I will 


e Corkhill—We cannot submit to any such 
arrangement as that. 

Seoville—I don’t ask your snadeia I shall 
appeal to the Court. 

Judge Cox stated that if the witness went 
upon the stand to testify he must submit to 
be cross-examined, and if his examination as 
a witness was begun it could not be sus- 
pended except by consent of counsel on the 
other side. 

Guiteau (nodding his head approvingly)— 
“ That’s the rule, Judge, as I understand it.” 

After some further discussion Guiteau was 
removed from the stand, and Scoville pro- 
ceeded to read the letters. They were all 
written by Guiteau to his father and other 
metnbers of his family, and covered a period 
of fifteen or twenty years. 

READING THE LETTERS. ®. 

As the reading of the letters progressed 
Guiteau occasionally commented upon them, 
or suggested the proper word where Scoville 
hesitated. While one, dated from the Oneida 
Community, was being read, Guiteau said: 
“Well, you can see I was badly cranked 
about that time.” At another time Scoville 
hesitated and said: ‘* Here is a word | can- 
not make out.” “ Civilization is the word,” 
prompted Guiteau. “ You can see how badly 
mixed up 1 got in that miserable community. 
It makes me mad every time I think of 
it. I wish th@se letters were out of exist- 
ence.” 

Scovilie read from one of the letters: “I 
am with Jesus Christ and company, and I am 
working for m.’? 

“ That was my sentiment,” said Guiteau, 
“and that has been my position ever since.”’ 

In another letter, addressed to his tather, 
the prisoner had requested $200 or $300, 
Guiteau commented upon this letter, saying: 
* Father didn’t send the money. He always 
thought I was badly cranked.” 

Another letter was read in which the 
writer criticised severely the Oneida Com- 
munity, and referred toa circular inclosed, 
which alsu denounced the community and 
their practices. Guiteau exclaimed: “ Sev- 
eral of the New York dailies took up my cir- 
cular and devoted editorial comments to it. 
That was a little bit of revenge I had for 
living in that miserable séciety. I’m glad to 
know they are broken up now. I was a vir- 
tuous man all the time 1 was there, though. 
I want that understood.” 

THE ONEIDA COMMUNITY. 

The reading of the letters was finished at 
noon, and Guiteau resumed the witness- 
stand. Seoville began to question him 
relative to his early life. Guiteau responded 
promptly, intelligently, and with perfect 
coolness for . some minutes, apparently 
enjoying the situaton and his free 
dom to talk. Alluding to his father’s second 
marriage he said, smilingly: ‘“‘He went 
off one day without consulting me atall, and 
got married. [| thought that was a funny 
way of doing business, and got very mad 
} over it.” Whenliver allusion was made to 
the Oneida Community, Guiteau became very 
inuch excited and denounced the community 
and his father’s course in persuading him to 
go there. 

“Why do you blame your father?’ asked 
Scoville. 

““ Because if he had been out of the way I 
never should have gone under the influence 
of that miserable fanaticism. There never 
was such spiritual fanaticism in the world. 
The amount of it all was; to speak plainiy, 
Noyes’ sole idea was to get a chance to sleep 
with thé young giris.* Nobody else could, 
though. All the time I was there I was prac- 
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tinea,” said Gone, « was supposed to be a 
virtuous man.” 

- THIRTY DAYS IN THE TOMBS. 

| After recess Guiteau resumed the stand 


‘ and told the story of his connection with the 


Oneida Community, his attempts to start a 
paper in New York, his legal experience in 
Chicago, ete. “When you get down,” said 
Guiteau, “every otie is ready to give you a 
kick. -1 was thirty days in the Tombs; I 
have been in jail several times, but never for 
crime. Never was indicted before this time 
in my life,” 
THE “ INTER-OCEAN.” 

Question—W hat was your idea-in buying 
the Inter-Ocean? Answer—I proposed to 
make it the great newspaper organ of the 
West. I proposed to put into it the advertis- 
ing patronage of Tne Carcaco TriBune, 
the Republicanism of Horace Greeley, and 
the enterprise and snap of James Gordon 
Bennett. I suggested it to some first-class 
newspaper-men, and they said it was a brill- 
iant idea and thought it feasible. If 1 had 
got hold of the money, it would have been 
feasible. I consulted several parties about 
it,and they all thought it a grand scheme, 
but would not put money into it, and so it 
fell through. Among others, I applied to 
Mn Adams, President of the Second Nation- 
al Bank of Freeport, supposed to be worth 
half a million dollars. I told him 
I WOULD MAKE HIM GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS, 
and he said he did not want to be Governor. 
He had been a State Senator, and was a man 
of reputation and character, but he did not 
pan out very well after my interview with 
him. He did not have any political aspira- 
tions. I wanted to get hold of those fellows 
who had both aspiration and money. They 
were the kind of fellows to helpme. Adams 
did not seem to care anything about being 
Governor. He was a man about 60 years old, 
and he preferred his old simple way of living, 
and did not care to go into politics. “1 also 
consulted my old friend Charlie Reed on the 
matter. I believe he put $25 into it, which 
he has not got backSyet. [{Laughing.| 
I went to theology after that, and 
that was worse than the newspaper 
business. The idea of publishing the New 
York Herald simultaneously in Chicago was 
part of the Inter-Ocean scheme. 

I louked about the building and presses. I 
consulted the manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, and also the manager 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Com- 
pany. The Atlantic & Pacific was just start- 
ing at that time, and its manager was an act- 
ive young fellow who wanted to get busi- 
ness. I said I proposed to duplicate the New 
York Herald dispatches, and he thought it 
an immense thing—and so it was. 1 wrote 
to James Gordon Bennett about the dispatch- 
es. I think I told him if he helped me out 
in the matter, 

I WOULD CONSIDER THE “HERALD” svUIT 
AT AN END. 

Question—After you gave up the news- 
paper enterprise in Chicago, what did you 
nextdo? Answer—That brought me down 
to the winter and spring of 1876. I tried to 
pick up the law business again, which I had 
neglected, but law business was scarce, and 
I found it hard to getany. Then I went out 
to your place in Wisconsin. Il worked 
around the house, studied theology and the 
New Testament, read the papers, and soaped 
trees and all that kind of thing. In October, 
1876, I was in Chicago during the Moody and 
Sankey meetings. — attended the prayer- 
meetings and services regularly, day and 
night, 

DURING THE THREE MONTHS MOODY 


THERE, 

from October to Jgnuary. During all that 
time I was with Moody, and bore an active 
part. I was an usher, and helped around in 
a general way. I spoke at prayer-meetings 
frequently. Sometime in November, during 
Moody’s work, I heard Dr. Kittredge, Chi- 
cago, pastor of the Third Presbyterian 
Church, say in reference to the text: “If I 
will [he meaning John] tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee ”’—“ Brethren, [ have to 
confess, as a man of God, that I do not know 
what that means.”. At that time there was 
much expectation in the public mind that the 
Savior might soon appear, and that idea has 
pervaded people’s minds ever since. That 
set my brain whirling, and I began to inves- 
tigate it. I went to work in the Chicago 
Publie Library, and I dug out my lecture on 
the Second Coming. Asaresultof that in- 
vestigation I went to work and wrote my 
lecture. The idea of that lecture is 
briefly this: that the second coming of 
Christ oceurred on the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, in theclouds, directly over Jerusalem ; 
that it was an event in the spiritual world, 
and that the destruction of Jerusalem was 
the outward sign of His coming. I hold 
that, for all these eighteen centuries, the 
churches have been in error in supposing the 
second coming of Christ to be in the future. 
That is the proposition on which my lecture 
was written, and that was the result of three 
or four years’ investigation on that subject. 


DELIVERING TH® LECTURE. 

The witness then went on to relate his vari- 
ous failures in delivering his lecture in Chi- 
cago, Evanston, Racine, Kalamazoo, Ann 
Arbor, Detroit, Ypsilanti, Toledo, Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Washington, Rochester, Syracuse, 
Alvany, Troy, and elsewhere. He frequent- 
ly laughed as he repeated some of the hu- 
morots incidents in his failures. At various 
times he was put off the railroad cars for not 
paying his fare, amd arrested for not paying 
his board bills. At other times he grew ex- 
cited in the assertion that in all he 
did he was, “like St. Paul,” engaged in 
the services of God, and that God was 
therefore responsible for his board bilis. On 
this latter point he said: “I did not give up 
lecturing because of my repeated failures. I 
stuck to my work. My idea was that, as I 
was working for the Lord, 1 would do my 
duty and let Him take care of me as He felt 
disposed. I went into that whole business 
to serve the Lord, not to make money. Suc- 
cess or tailure was nothing tome. I consid- 
ered that the Lord’s affair. My duty was to 
continue with my work. Paul had no suc- 
cess, because he had new ideas on theology. 
I kept thinking of Paul all the time, and he 
stuck to his theoldgy all the time. On my 
way from Baltimore to Washington I avoidea 
a conductor who had ordered me to get off 
at the Relay House, and so managed to get 
on to Washington.

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BANK TAXBES. 
RAUM’S RECITAL OF HIS EXPEDITION OF 
EXPLORATION. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 


sioner Raum, in his aynual report, has the 
following relative to bank taxes in Chicago 
and elsewhere: 

Last March certain facts to the knowl- 
edge of thé Collector of Intefual Revenue @t 
Chicago, which ied bim to believe that one of the 
banks of that city bad failed to make fuil re- 
turosof its capita) and deposits for taxation.’ At 
the Collector’s request I sent a competent reve- 
nue agent to make an examination of the books, 
whieb was done under the supervision of the 
Collector, and it was found that a large amoun 
of taxes was due the Government. .The 
of ali the banks in the City of Chicago makiag 
returns to this office were aiso examined, and in 
most cases it was found that errors had been 
made in rendering their returns, though fn a 
number of instances the amounts unvalued 
were not large. In the case of certain foreign 
banks doing business in that city large amounts 
of taxes were found due on capital brought into 
the United States and actually employed in the 
business of banking. 

THE RESULT 
of the examination in Chicago seemed to make 
it necessary to scrutinize the returns of the 
bankers of other cities. I therefore detailed a 
number of revenue agents to report to the Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue in the Vities of Bal- 
timore, Philadeiphia, New York, and Boston, 
and the books of many of the banks were ex- 
amined. A number of new and interesting 
questions of law arose upon the application of 
the statute to the varied and intricate busiuess 
operations of bankers. It was found that, while 
the returns of some banks had been accurate to 
the last cent, the returns of others had been 
made with deductions as to both capital and de- 
posits, which, in the opinion of this uflice, were 
not admissible under the law. Many bankers 
have submitted their books for examination 
without the necessity of invoking legal proceed- 
ings, and have shown a willingness that their er- 
tire liability for taxes shall be ascertained. 
Many other bankers bave agreed to carefully 
examine their books. and make full statements 
under the decision recently rendered by this of- 
fice of such additional taxes as they may be lia- 
ble foz, such statements to be subject to the 
verification of the officers of the internal rev- 
enue. 
OTHER BANKERS, 

questioning the right of internal-revenue offi- 
cers to examine their books, bave refused to 
either produce them orto answer interrogato- 
ries in regard to liability ‘for additional taxes. 
There has been already ascertained to be due 
the sum ot $724,706 from seventy banks in the 
cities of Chicago, New York, Baltimore, Boston, 
and. Philadelphia, a considerable portion of 
which has been ocoliected and paid into the 
Treasury. The other Collectors have been in- 
structed to examive the banks of their re- 
spective districts in regard to their liability for 
additional taxes. I am satistied that large addi- 
tioual sums are due the Government from this 
suurce. Considerable irritation has been felt by 
many of the bankergin respect to the enforve- 
ment of the 100 per ceht penalty imposed for 
rendering a “false or fraudulent return,” it be- 


be enforced eniy when the return made was 
willfully false. 

A CASE 
in which this question was involved was recently 
tried before the United States Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New York—the Ger- 
man Savings Bank vs. Joseph Archbold, Col- 
lector—and the Court decided that it is nota 
prerequisit to the addition of the penalty that 
the return shall be willfully false, but, that, if the 
return is not in fact true, the Commissioser is 
authorized to affix the penalty. The exact lan- 
guage of the statute (Sec. 3,182) is: “ Author- 
ized and required.’ This case bas cask cet 
to the United States Supreme Court, and, at 
request, the Attorney-General has had it a4 
vanced on the docket, and it is set down for ar- 
gument on the 20th of January next. Pending 
the decision of the Supreme Court upon this 
point, I have consented, jn several important 
cases, that the colletion of the 100 per cent 
penalty already assessed shall be hela in abey- 
ance to await the decisgiea of the court.

THE TARIFF CONVENTION. 
CALLED TO ORDER. 

New York, Nov. 29.—The National Tariff 
Convention was called to order this morning 
by Col. Houston, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, with about 500 delegates present. 
The call for the convention was read, and 
then the Hon. George B. Loring, United 
States Commissioner of Agriculture, was 
chosen temporary Chairman. He was re- 
ceived with applause, and reviewed at some 
length the manutacturing and agricultural 
industries of the country, and recommended 
harmony in the convention, so that the great- 
est good might come to the greatest number. 
Commissioner Loring closed his address as 
follows: 

THE CONNECTION OF AGRICULTURE WITH 

THE MANUFACTURES 
which consume the raw materiais drawn directly 
of indirectly from the soil—iron, wool, cotton, 
and flax—bas grown more and more intimate as 
these great industries have grown and pros ‘ 
This must be manifest to ail. Details of iand 
and water transportation intérest immediately 
the prouucer and aifect his prosperity. No 
argument is necessary to prove this. have, 
therefore, enggested statistical bureaus of these 
ent as part of the gepartment devoted 
to agriculture and statistics. The Agricultural 
Department should undoubtedly be a nucleus 
around which can be gathered those associate 
industries which 
DEPEND ON AGRICULTURE FOR THEIR EX- 

ISTENCE, 
and, in turn, make agriculture profitable, and, 
ip many sections, ible. Statistical returns 
of our manutactures with an illustrative display 
of their products would do much to unify and 
develop the manufacturing industry of, our 
country. An accurate statistical record or- 
ganizadon. cost, expenses, and methods of our 
various means of transportation would do much 
to establish a uni®orm system of land and water 
carriage among us. Accurate surveys and re- 
turns ot our mineral jands, with the various in- 
dustial processes employed in working them, are 
of vast importance. A _ well-organized and 
consolidated inquiry into the extent 
and value oO our animal industry 
in all its forms, and contagious diseases among 
auimais, and the best methods of prevention 
and extirpation, cannut be too promptly and 
thoroughiy organized. A bureau containing 
ALL POSSIBLE INFORMATIO 
with regard $0 agricultural colleges f ed by 
Congressand the associations formed for ag- 
ricuitural investigation and endowed in many 
instances by the States could not fail to be vai- 
vable. <A collechnon of labor statistics analo- 
gous to that formed in some of the States would 
be useful to the general as to the local govern- 
ments. The addinon of bureaus like these to those 
already existing in the depurtinent—Dbotanical, 
chemical, entomological, crop statistics, for- 
estry,and seed distribution—could not fail to 
coustitute a department of atinterest and 
value. The great demand of the times is the 
cullection of facts and figures on which general 
principles can be based, and from which general 
deductions can be drawn. The census of our 
population eacb decade for apportionment and 
social and civil information, is and 
WILL ALWAYS BE NECESSARY. 

But inacountry advancing as this is in every 
department of industry, and in the development 
of its resources, industrial returns are of the 
utmost importance. Without considering fora 
moment the political status of the department 
devoted to this and kindred work, I think you 
will agree with me that the time has come for 
its organization. An active, industrious, and 
intelligent body of American citizens and pro- 
ducers are entitled to it as a breach of the Gov- 
ernment whose valine cannot overestimated, 
and from whose accumulated information we 
might learn the true relations of American in- 
dustries 

ON THE PLATFORM. 

Among those on the platform were Peter 
Cooper, the Hon. W. D. Kelley, J. H. Brewer, 
James Wharton, Willard Warner, and Gov. 
Merrill, of lowa. 

Peter Cooper read a lengthy speech. He 
referred to the changes and improvements in 
the policy of the Government in its relations 
with foreign countries during bis business 
career. The Government, he said, failed 
from the very first in one of its duties under. 
the Constitution. It should never have al- 
lowed individual! States or their banks to is- 
sue paper money. Such a course must, in 
the future as in the past, bring on panic and 
ruin by change in values.

PERMANENT ORGANIZATION. 

After the recess the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization reported for Chairman 
United States Senator Warner Miller, of 
New York, and a list of Vice-Presidents. 
Chairman Miller thanked the convention for 
the honor conferred. In his address he daid 
the convention would attract public atten- 
tion, invite public discussion, and bring home 
to every fireside a thorough knowledge of 
all the industries of the country. The ob- 
ject of the convention was to bring the free 
trade and tariff questions prominent- 
ly before the public through the 
public press, and thus influence public 
opinion so that proper action would be taken 
by the various legislative bodies of the Gov- 
ernment. In bis opinion the convention did 
well to meet in New York, the metropolis of 
= eproent & ante nese Darver somes daily 

ree-y rs of a mports from fureign 
lands. He hoped the convention would pa 
clare ‘unequivocally for the protection of our 
howe industries. According to the census, 
New York is the greatest manufacturing city 
in the country. One hundred and sixty-five 
million dollars are jnvested in manufactur- 
ing interests in this city, and 273,732 persons 
are einployed in the factories. Nearly one- 
half of the entire population of the city are 
living on wages earned in these manufactur- 
ing establishments. The speaker advocated 
protecuon in the widest sense and higher 
wages for all.

Extent of the Graveyard-Insurance in 
Pennsylvania.

CHESTER, Pa., Nov. 20.—The graveyard-insur- 
ance business is spreading to an alarming extent. 
The forming of new bogus life-insurance com- 
panies is reported almost daily in all parts of 
Pennsylvania, while sharpers have penetrated 
Delaware and New Jersey, and, claiming to be 
the representatives of companies with high- 
sounding names, have imposed upon the credu- 
lity of the unWary, and scooped in a number of 
policies upon the lives of persons now tottering 
upon the verge of the grave. 


. Agents from abroad have been at work in the 
Village of Upland, where they have succeeded 


in obtaining a policy of $1,000 on the life of an 
elderly lady who is in the lowest stages of 
hereditary consumption, and who cannot pos- 
sibly continue to live more than a month, on the 
consideration that she would permit them to 
take out as many policies on ber life as they de- 
sired. As the resuitof this illicit speculation, 
policies to the amount of $25,000 were soon 
afterwards written, which were hawked about 
the streets to whoever would purchase them at 
the rate of $50 for each $1,000 policy. The name

Notwithstanding the efforts of the old-estab- 


lished and reputable insurance companies (who. 


have been oy came by the State authorities, 
to break up pernicious trade, which has as- 
sumed enormous proportions, the ghouls in the 
form of insurance agents still rsue upre- 
strainediy their nefarious vocation, and im- 
mense sums are said to be realized weekly in the 
sale and purchase of the graveyard policies. 

Within the t month no than ten mys- 
terious murders of old and iffirm pedple in 
Penusylvania have been traced aimost directly 
to persons who are known to have been act 
as the representatives of these unincorpora 
ang rascally insurance companies, and still the 
alleged murderers have operated their ghoulish 
work so nicely that t little evidence 
that would convict hus been adduced. In these 
cases it is presumed that between $750,000 and 
$1,000,000 was distributed among the speculators 
hoiding policies upon the lives of their victims, 
who were simply hastened out of the way so 
that the policyho d obtain the insur- 
ance money. 

Detectives are now working upon the case of 
Mr. and Mrs. John T. Dantzler, an old and fa- 
\erably known “ Pennsylvania Dutch” couple 
ving pear Easton, this State. The Dantziers 
died very mysteriously and sudd last week,

Frum facts now in possession Of detect- 
tives, whe bave been engaged by certain incor- 
porated insurance companies to secure evidence 
against persous prominently interested in the 
speculative graveyard scheme, and with a 
view of prosecuting them before the proper 
tribunal of justice, it would appear that the 
extent of the business is greater than would be 
believed, while the methods resorted to by the 
ageuts to secure insurance upon the lives of per- 
sons almost ready to drop into the grave, either 
through natural infirmity or disease, are ex- 
tremely unscrupulous and,wicked. From cer- 
tain auspicious circumstances that have come 
to the surface, itis thought, incredible as it 
may seem, that some of the companies bave in 
theiremploy emissaries whose special and par- 
ticular business is to hasten the decease of those 
who are lingering between life ana death. The 
practices of these fiencs are said to be too hor- 
rible to contemplate, while it is apprehended 
that they are responsible for the deaths of 
numerous persons who have died suddenly and 
strangely recently. 

Agents of several of the companies that have 
grown rich through their barbaroud specula- 
tions bave recently emigrated to the West, their 
object being to establish new concerus in Obio, 
Indiana, Lilinois, and Missouri, and wherever 
else they may be allowed to secure a foothold. 
These men are intelligent, educated, have fine 
address, and, being well supplied with money, 
are weil calculated to deceive those upon whom 
they wish toimpose. Some of them are regu- 
lariy quelified pbysicians and surgeons, and 
their practical and fessional abilities make 
them peculiarly dangerous to any communit 
where they attempt to carry on the graveya 
insurance business ynder the cover of a legiti- 
mate and honorabie ustry. 


Thiers, the Kenosha Forger, Sentenced 
to the Penitentiary for Seven Years. 
Spectai Duspatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 29.—Herbert M. Thiers, 
the Kenosha forger, who was sentenced yester- 
day to seven years in the State prison, passed 
through the city today,en route to Waupun. 
Officers with him stated that if he was prose- 
cuted for all of the counts that are yet hanging 
over him, and sentence pronounced at the same 
ratio as the frst, it would take him 105 years to 
pay his obligations to the Commuvunweaith for the 
numerous offenses committed. The officers said 
that it was very likely that Thiers would be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law. A 
representative of THE TRIBUNE made an attempt 
to interview Thiers, but be declined to talk 
about himself or bis past doings. He seemed to 
be suifering great mental anguish, and great 
dark rings encircied his eyes, as though he had 
been weeping and passing many sicepiess nights.

DONATING THE WHISKY TAX TO THE 


| LIQUOR INTEREST. 

Mr. Kelley, of Philadelphia, addressed the 
‘* more tariff” convention in New York yes- 
terday in favor of the repeal of the excises 
on whisky, beer, and tobacco for various 
reasons—bad, general, and special. 

During the fiscal year 1880 over $100,000,000 
of the public debt was paid, and during the 
present year, so far as indications are given, 
our surplus revenue will admit of $125,000,- 
000 of the debt being paid. At this rate it 
will require but a few years to discharge all 
the debt. Mr. Kelley is opposed to paying 
the debt. He claimed that to refuse to 
abolish the .internal-revenue taxes would 
“show a disregard of the teachings of the 
fathels and the cherished ‘traditions of the 
people.” (Kelley is always great on the 
“teachings of the fathers” when he is grabbing 
for more tariff taxes on the people.) He says 
the civil-service reform demands the aboli- 
tion of internal revenue; that the Government, 
may dismiss its army of 4,000 employed per- 
sons, thus saving $4,000,000 of expenditure; 
that the “repeal of the excises on whisky 
would put an end to the violations of the 
law against illicit distillation by moonshiners” 
and release the country of the cost of prose- 
cuting those who persist in not paying the 
taxes, and give peace to the moonshiners in 
those districts where there are numbers of 
revenue officers murdered every year. These 
taxes should be repealed because, Mr. Kelley 
points out, they restrict our trade; they add 
$150,000,000 to the cost of our internal pgo- 
duction, and this, by burdening our indus- 
tries, aids our “ Brifish competitors.” Presi- 
dent Garfield, says Mr. Kelley, was sadly in 
error when he said that the citizens who paid 
the spirit tax fade a “voluntary contribu- 
tion” to the revenues of the Government, 
On the contrary, said Mr. Kelley:

tions. It isthe chief ingredientin quantity in 
all tinctures, fluid extracts, and elixirs; in 
ehloroform, collodion, and ethyi ether; and is 
represented ina large percentage of the solid 
drugs dispensed by such an establishment. 
[Four-fifths of all the aicohol manufactured in 
the United States is consumed over saloon bars, 
and Kelley knows it.—Ep, TRrBUNE.] 


Apart trom economic considerations, Mr. 
Kelley referred to the fact that ongthird of 
the revenue of Great Britain was derived 
from taxes @n the liquor traffic, and then 
our venerable Philadelphian expressed his 
horror by saying: “Surely every-philanthro- 
pist will pray that the day may never come 
when our Government may be thus enslaved 
by the liquor traffic.”” Another reason given 
why these taxes strould be repealed is, that if 
they were abolished there would be absolute 
free trade among all the fifty millions of free 
people in this country! 

It will be seen that Mr. Kelley ignored the 
real reason why he and his followers seek the 
repeal of these popular internal-revenue 
taves, and that is, that “‘more tariff” on con- 
sumers ajay be demanded. He wants a form 
of taxes that only affords one dollar of rev- 
enue out of every three to five dollars of tax 
takeh out of the people. Under his moral and 
benevolent mask are the features of an old 
hypocrit. If retaining the whisky tax would 
tend to increase tariff taxes on iron, steel, 
giass, and clothing, Kelley would fight its re- 
peal or reduction tooth and nail. If increas- 
ing the whisky tax would have the effect of 
increasing tariff taxes he woulda demand that 
it be doubled. 

Internal tax is all revenue, less the cost of 
collection; protection tariff tax produces 
only revenue as an incident. 

President Garfield was right when he de- 
clared that a tax on whisky was a tax which 
was purely voluntary. Any mancould avoid 
it wholly or partially as he might think 
proper. It was optional with every man 
whether he bought a glass of whisky or 
not; and so the payment of any part 
of the tax was one which no law 
imposed on him. Mr. Kelley’s scheme is to 
make a present annually of $50,000,000 to 
the liquor-dealers in the United States. The 

consumers of whisky—thgose who buy it over 
the counter—pay the tax. In a gallon of 
whisky there are sixty-five to seventy ordi- 
nary drams; the tax on whisky is 90 certs a 
gallon, or about 144 cents per drink. Whisky 
is retailed at various prices: for the best 15 
cents a drink, two drams for 25 cents; three 
for 2% cents, 10 cents a single swig, and bad 
rot-gut at five cents a swig. These prices 
will continue to be paid, tax or no tax; the 
imposition of the tax makes no difference to 
the consumers; they buy the whisky, and 
will continue to buy it at the current prices 
per drink whether the 144-cent tax per dram 
be repealed or not. 

So in the case of beer. The tax on beer is 
$1 per barre! of thirty-two gallons. It is re- 
tailed at five cents per giass. The tax per 
giass is a fraction over a quarter of a cent. 
The tax makes no difference to the con- 
sumer. No consumer of beer or whisky 
complains of the quarter of a cent tax. His 
beer and his whisky ill cost him just the 
sane whether the tax be kept on or taken 
off. Who, then, is to be benefited by the re- 
moval of the tax? The s@lers—the men 
who retail, and not those who buy by retail. 
All the beer manufactured is drank. No 
| beer is used in the arts. Fully 80 per cent 
of all the alcohol distilled in the United 
States finds its way down people’s throats. 
There is more whisky distilled in Peoria 
alone than would supply all the arts in the 
United States. Kelley’s blather about the re- 
lief of the invalid poor by the use of un- 
taxed whisky is pretty thin, and only means

Tue simple fact of Guiteau’s habitual cau- 
tion against the danger of being shot is suffi- 
cient alone to stamp him as sane. When 
called to the witness-stand on Monday he 
proceeded nervously, requested permission 


: of the Judge to be seated, and, in a whisper, 
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throws off all disguises—keeps his seat in 
court and fies flat on his face in the van. 
These are circumstances full of significance, 
They show that Guiteau is able to reason, 
not sometimes but always, ableo reason log- 
ically that he is in danger of being shot, and 
able to act, not sometimes but always, with a 
view to reducing the chances of being shot 
to the lowest possibie limit. We sabmit that 
there is not in the history of insanity a case 
parallel to this, not one case of an indispu- 
tably insane person reasoning always logical- 
ly for days and weeks together, and acting 
intélligently in accord with the conclusions 
drawn from the reasoning process. Guiteau 
knows the difference between right and 
wrong. He knows that he has committed a 
great crime, and knows that his only avenue 
of,escape from the penalty thereof is through 
a successful simulation of insanity. But he 
is an abject coward, and he dare not for a 
moment voluntarily face the chance of death 
by a stray bullet, even to show that he is in- 
sane enough to believe, as he constantly as- 
serts, that the Deity will protect his life. 
Hence we have the spectacle presented every 
day in court of.Guiteau in a dual character 
—that of a pretended madman insulting 
Court, counsel, and witnesses, defying all 
restraint, and asane man so careful of his 
life as never to risk rising to his feet even in 
his most uncontrollable paroxysms of as- 
sumed anger. Guiteau cannot be both crazy 
and sane, but he plays the part of insanity 
and shows that he is perfectly sane at the 
same moment of time.

HISCOCK’S CANDIDACY FOR SPEAKER. 

Secretary Blaine testified in the Guiteau 
trial the other day that he was the inventor 
of the term “Stalwartism”’ as originally em- 
ployed in American politics. This is true, 
but the “Stalwartism” of Secretary Blaine 
was totally different from the “Stalwart- 
ism ” whic’ designates the Conkling school 
of politicians. Stalwartism has come to 
mean New-Yorkism. It is merely another 
name forthe New York machine and its 
methods. it is a local designation for 
BoSsism and spoils-getting, just as Tammany 
is among the Democrats. As Tammany has, 
on many occasions, extended its influence 
outside of New York over the affairs of the 
Democratic party, so it is now the ambition 
of the New York Stal warts to put themselves 
in complete contro] of the Republican party 
and the National responsibilities which have 
been confided to that party. 

The candidacy of Mr. Hiscock for the 
Speakership of the House of Representa- 
tives, though not conceived originally in the 
interest of New York Stalwartism, has been 
perverted into a mere “Stalwart” move 
ment. His election to the most important 
and influential position in Congress, carry- 
ing with it a reversionary succession fo the 
Presidenty, will be just as much a triumph 
for New York Stalwartism as was the ap- 
pointment of Judge Folger as Secretary of 
the Treasur¥. Hiscock started out in the 
race for the Speakership immediately after 
the election of Gen. Garfield. At that time, 
he did not come forward as a representative 
of “Stalwartism.”’ Indeed, he seemed to be 


entirely willing to antagonize Conkling, who ‘ 


was then the New York Boss, if such a 
course should prove of advantage to his own 
aspirations: at all events, he professed to 
hold himself independent of the New York 
clique which has taken possession of the 
term “Stalwart.” Since the death of Presgi- 
dent Garfield, Hiscock appears to have 
changed front. He is now a “Stalwart of 
the Stalwarts.” He was the defeated candi- 
date of the Conkling faction for the Chair- 
manship of the New York State Convention 
in the late campaign. He is nuw the candi- 
date of that faction for the Speakership of 
Congress, and his election will be employed 
to extend and increase the supremacy of the 
New York Stalwarts over the affairs of the 
Nation. 

It is of moment that the arguments used 
by Mr. Hiscock and his friends during the 
closing days of the Hayes Administration, 
when the contest for the next Speakership 
was inaugurated, have been reversed, and 
are today as strong when waged in opposi- 
tion: to his election as they were at that time 
in his favor. Then he maintained that the 
great State of New York was entitled to 
recognition in some high Government piace. 
He pointed out that Ohio had the Presidency, 
the Treasury portfolio, the Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court, the General of the Army, 
the French Mission, and so on; and he 


claimed that New York, with its 5,000,000 of 


people and seventy Electoral votes, should 
have the Speakership. Considerable force 
was conceded to that argument then. But 
how completely the assasin’s bullet changed 
the situation. New York has now all the 
chief places in the National Government. 
The President is a New-Yorker; the 
Secretary of the Treasury is a New- 
Yorker; the Postmaster-General is a 
New-Yorker; the Minister to France 
is a New-Yorker; the Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury is a New-Yorker. It is said 
that the Assistant Secretary of State under 
the new Cabinet will be a New-Yorker. 
is not improbable that President Arthur will 
appoint a New-Yorker to the existing va- 
cancy on the Supreme Bench; indeed, it is 
said that the new Secretary of the Treasury 
is tobe assigned to the Supreme Bench in 
order to make room in his present depart- 
ment for a much more obnoxious New- 
Yorker (Mr. Conkling). And yet Mr. His- 
cock, a New-Yorker who has recently shown 
himself subservient to th® Conkling Stal- 
warts, persistsin being a candidate for the 
Speakership—the most important position 
under the Government after those of the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury. 
If Mr. Hiscock was convinced of the justice 


| atid fairness of the argument which he first 


urged as his claim upon the Speakership, the 
same conviction should induce him to aban- 
don pursuit of the position under existing 
conditions. 

According to current advices from Wash- 
ington Mr. . Hiscock cannot be elected 
Speaker without obtaining material aid from 
the West. But it is evident that he is not 
entitled to the vote of a single Western Con- 
gressinan under the circupistances we have 
recounted. He is a New-Yorker and aConk- 
ling Stalwart. The clique to which he has 
given such ready adherence is already too 
potent in the National Government. Thepre- 
ponderating influence of New York in Na- 
tional affairs would be undesirable, even if 
that State were represented by a harmonious 
majority, but it is offensive and dangerous 
when asserted by the manipulators of a po- 
litical machine which does not fairly repre- 
sent the majority sentiment of its State. 
There will be no reasonable or proper excuse 
for Western Congressmem who shall give 
their yotes to Mr. Hiscock under ‘these con- 
ditions, and those who do so will be sus-

THE British court made short work of the 
murderer Lefroy. He was tried two weeks 
ago and hung yesterday. He had strong 
friends, plenty of money, and able counsel; 
but these did not suffice, as they would have 
done in Illinois, to save his neck. His case 
was not permitted to lie over term after 
term without trial. He could notgain time 
by hiring scamps to swear that the Judges 
were prejudiced against him. There were 
no writs of error to the Supreme Court on 
humbug points and technical nonsense; no 
reversals and remandments on quirks and 
frauds. He could not get an emotional in- 
sanity dodge, nor could he challenge off 
every intelligent man and secure a jury of 
sympathetic ignoramuses to try him. He 
had to face an intelligent jury who passed 
on the simple fact of guilt or innocence. His 
Judge laid down the law, and no “ instruc- 
tions” on the law by the prisoner’s counsel 
were allowed to befog or mislead the jury. 
When the jury found him guilty the Judge 
sentenced him to be hung, and hung he was. 
The verdict of the jury on the facts proven 
was not reversed, overturned, and set aside 
by any intermeddling Supreme Court, and 
there was no comniutation of sentence to a 
prison to be followed by aslobbering Gov- 
érnor’s pardon as a New-Year’s present to 
the criminal classes. In short, there was 
neither shystering, court foolery, maudlin 
pardoning, nor other nonsense practiced or 
permitted in this murderer’s case. He paid 
the penalty of his deeds with promptitude 
and certainty. 


Tue Hon. Israel Washburn Jr., of Maine, 
has issued a pamphiet of over 100 payes, a paper 
on the “ Northeastern Boundary,” read by him 
before the Maine Historical Society at Portland, 
May 15, 1879. It isa very clear and exhaustive 
review of the whole dispute over the northeast- 
ern boundary between this country and Great 
Britain, which was settled by the famous Web- 
ster-Ashburton treaty of 1842. Mr. Washburn 
says: “Never was there such a bistory of er- 
rors, mistakes, blunders, concessions, explana- 
Lions, apologies, losses, and mortification on the 
one side; af inconsistencies, aggressions, en- 
crgachments, affronta, and contempt on the 
other, as that which bas respect to this boundary 
question.”” In the original treaty of peace the 
boundary was fixed to be from the Bay of Fundy 
by the middle of the St. Croix River to its source, 
thence north to the highlands dividing the riv- 
ers which flow into the St. Lawrence River from 
those which flow into the Atlantic Ocean, and 
along those bighiands to the northwesternmost 
head of the Connecticut River. The questions 
which afterward arose were as to the true St. 
Croix River, and as to the highlands intended in 
the treaty. There was a good deal of local dis- 
turbance, war was threatened, the people of 
Maine were indignant at the attempt to rob 
them of a part of their territory, and, finally, 
when the question was settied, and the boundary 
fixed in 1842 by the Webster- Ashburton treaty, 
the State lost a tract of country as large as the 
Counties of Androscoggin, Sagadahoc, and a 
good part of Lincoln, compared with what she 
would have received had she accepted in 1831 
the line of the King of Holland, to whom the 
matter had been referred. Though the ques- 
tion is no longera living one, Mr. Washburn 
has accomplished a good work in presenting its 
history in a compact and enduring form. ‘

HEAVY 8TORM ON THE AUSTKALIAN COAST. 

SAN FRANCISCO, UCal., Noy. 20.—Australian 
papers report a heavy storm about Oct. 20. 
The Steamer Baisbane became a total wreck 
on the reef off Port Darwin. ‘The steamer 
Balclutha, from Melbourne to Sydney, is 
supposed to have foundered. The coasting 
schooner Schoolby was wrecked near Jervis 
Bay and all hands lost. 
A WHOLE BEVY OF SHIPWRECKED SAILORS. 

The steamer South Carolina, from Pan- 
ama, brought up Capt. Currie, wife, and two 
children, and four seamen from: the British 
bark Sara, from Hull for San Frincisco, 
burned in the South Pacilic. The Captain 
relates a terrible tale of suffering during a 
voyage of twenty-three days in an open boat 
under a tropical sun. All caine near perish- 
ing for want of water. The remainder of the 
crew left in two other beats, which became 
separated from the Captain’s, and remain un- 
heard from. The Mexican gunboat Juarez 
went from Acapulco on the arrival of Capt. 
Currie to look for the other boats. ‘The South 
Carolina also brought a number of destitute 
seamen from Manzanillo, of the Brit- 
ish ship Alnwick Castile and the American 
park J. B. Beil, wrecked during the recent 
cyclone in Manzanillo Harbor. She also 
brought from Mazatlan the crew of the 
wrecked bark Antioch, and from San Blas 
the crew of the schooner Good Templar. 
THE GREAT HURRICANE AT MANZANILLO. 

Capt. Weeks, of the bark Antioch, who ar- 
rived today on the steamer South Carolina, 
reports that, after riding out the hurricane of 
Oct. 26, at Manzanillo, he put to sea. - The 
ship had been somewhat strained at Manza- 
nillo, and on the gale arising, seon began to 
leak and shifted her bailast, She lay on her 
beam ends for six days, and finally went 
ashore Nov. 10 at Chaiama Bay, about eighty 
miles north of Manzanillo. All hands were 
saved. Capt. Weeks describes the hurricane 
at Manzanillo aa terrific. Every house of 
more than two stories was razed, and many 
lower ones blown down, fragments of the 
buildings flying through the air like feathers. 
In the surrounding country every tree was 
torn away and the land swept bare.

The Governor re- 
ferred to the early historic days of Iowa, 
and carried the convention back with him to 
the time he first came to the Territory as it then 
was, and referred with pride to the rapid strides 
which the State had made in ‘all branches of 
agriculture, particularily that of dairy farming. 
He cordially weicomed the delegates on bebuif 
of the State, and assured them of the proverbial 
hospitality of the citizens of Cedar Rapids. 

Following the Governor's remarks came 
THE ANNUAL ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT, 
Mr. Belknap, of Boston, who said, amang other 
things, that the object for which the 

iation was formed was to collect and 
isseminate useful knowledge among the dairy- 
men of America. The dairy interest in 
this country bad been rapidly growing for gev- 
years past, and was still aavancing with 
marvelous velocity, until now it had assumed 
proportions so.gigantic as to excite the aston- 
ishment and chailenge the admiration of the 
men of all countries. After referring to the 
advantages of bringing together the buyers and 
sellers, shippers an¢ receivers, and a general 
reference to the value of acquaintance thus 
formed, the speaker save an interesting review 
of the growth of the business of producing and 
marketing dairy products. Said he: 

It is within the remembrance of some of 
the delegates here when Chautauqua County, 
New York, furnished the seaboard markets with 
Western outter. Later on Ohio butter was of- 
fered in the market, and for a time the Western 
Reserve furnished the Dest quality of Western 
butter. It was light culored, light salred, and 
not very close made, but on the whole it filled 
in a general way the piace in the market now 
occupied by our present Western duiry packed 
butter. Illinois soon followed Oni. In the iat- 
ter State the improvement 
than in the former, 
manufacturing bad become better and more 
generally understood. Following in quick 
succession came Wisconsin and Iowa. The iat- 
ter State has increased the quantity ang im- 
proved the quality of ber product more rapidly 
than any of the States previousiy named. 

Keferring to the growth of the trade in 

IMITATIONS OF BUTTER, 

the speaker said that but one of the various 
compounds had succeeded in becoming at all 
popular or in demand. Oleomargarine had suc- 
ceeded in making its way into society in spite of 
all opposition. Counterfsits were always the 
most dangerous when they most resembied the 
article of which they were an imitation. The 
speaker said: 

The butter and cheese makers and dealers 
have really the most lively interest in prevent- 
ing the munufacture and sale of these counter- 
feits. The average consumer of butter who 
will not himseif use these compounds does nut 
care bow mucno is édten by others, if the eating 
of it by otbersTesults in lessening the cost of 
the butter used on his table. He argues that at 
the proses price of butter the producer is well 
paid, ang this satisfies his conscience. 

The speaker suggested the idea of a National 
trade-mark, so that peopie who desire pure but- 
ter could bave some assurance to guide them 
in making their selections. President Beiknap's 
reference to the quality of lowa creamery but- 
ter was received with marks of approval, and 
throughout bis address he was tne recipient of 
united applause, 

At the conclusion of the President's address

Message of Gov. Blackburn, of Kenm- 
tucky, to the Legisiature 

Frawxrort, Ky., Nov. 2.—The message of 
Gov. Biackburn was read in the Legisiature to- 
day. As to State finances he says: “It is 
gratifying to be able to assure you of & more 
cheerful condition of our finances than was 
presented in my last message. The amount of 
various funds in the Treasury the 10th of Oc- 
tober, 1881, was as follows: Revenue Depart- 
ment, $51,118.28; sinking fund proper, $168,954.27; 
school fund proper, $23,806.86; colored school 
fund, $3,466.34; total, $247,346.34. The estimate 
ot the late Auditor, the Hon. D. Howard 
Smith, of the deficit to be met for the fiscal 
year following his retirement and ending Oct. 10, 
1881, was $679,912.35. The last General Assembly 
made temporary provision to meet his deficit by 
authorizing a transfer of surplus and a ioan 
from the sinking fundto revenue proper~of 
$235,67L.72. They also authorized the Governor, 
Auditor, and Treasurer to borrow $500,000 on the 
credit of the State, if in their judgment it shouid 
be found necessary. Of this amount, $300,000 
was borrowed during the year 1880, and $100,000 
in 1881, making a total of $635.671.72. The sink- 
ing fund debt has all been paid, and also $100,- 
00U of the borrowed mouey, ieaving $300,000 due 
on borrowed monvy, with a balance in the Treas- 
ury to the credit of the revenue promt 
on the 0th of October, 181, of 1,- 
118.28, leaving a deficit of $248,88.72. The 
receipts bave aT increased during the 
last two figcal ye u the year juat expired— 
Oct. 16, 1881—they about equaled the expendi-

CHICAGO IN BOURBON EYES. 


How John A. Logan Is Fixing Mis 
Fences for the Presidency—Sly Daniel 
Shepard. 


Spectal Correspondence Courter-Journal 
( Bourbon}. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Busybodies in politics, who 
have been greatly agitated Over the question as 
to who would be appointed Collector of the 
Port of Chicago, have about concluded that 
they bave discovered the coming man. He was 
originally a “ carpet-bagger” to these parts 
from New England. He has for twenty-five 
consecutive years, held office and fattened from 
the public substance, and has never, in all that 
time, given up a penny for the support of the 
“grand old party.” He isa sortof an office- 
holding devil-fish, with tentacles of extrordinary 
length and grip. He is a gentleman about 0 
years of age, stoop-shouldered, with a pale, 
waxy complexion, slightly tinged with sallow- 
ness, ana with-dark hair and long, glossy beard, 
with bere and there just a shade of gray. He 
carries himself something as does Atias in 
the old school pictures, as if with a 
world upon his back—a world of political pre- 
science and secrets. He is full of confidences 
which never reveal anything, of revelations 
which eternally conceal. He is oily, and easy, 
and piacid, and smooth. He has been for ten 
years Jobn A. Logau's right-nand benchman, 
and bis name is Daniel A. Shepard—“ Sly 
Dan” be is called everywhere in political cir- 
cles. 

Away back, when the world was young, he 
first sew the lightasa Customs Inspector at 
Suspension Bridge. His experience has been a 
succession of political “taxes” ever since. In 
fact, Daniel isa “taking’’ character. He first 
came into prominence in the Western political 
arena in 1860, as the bright and active Secretary 
of the lilinois State Republican Central Commit- 
tee. Thisis a littie job, in connection with a 
Treasurershbip of the same committee, which he 
bas also heid for many years, worth the goodly 
sum of $3,000 per year. His tutelage in Kepub- 
lican political machinations was secured under 
that bright and famous local Repu biican Mephis- 
tupheies, **Jim’’ Root. 

His &iliance with Logan was made while Shep- 
ard bad the position of Clerk of the House at 
Springtield in ‘71, and Logan’s election to the 
United States Senate by the Lilinois Legislature 
in that year was largely due to the masterly 
work done among members by Shepard. On 
Logan's appointment as Chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee of the Senate in ‘72, he reward- 
ed Shepard by making him his private secre- 

at Washington. In connection with the 
ceaseless work done by Shepard in this

Committee for ail those years, but he bas also 
occupied the position of Clerk of the House at 
coemaness for a number of rs, and bas oc- 
cupi the position under n, pete me 
referred to, for six years at a full stipend.

The leading produce markets were firmer yes- 
terday, with a steadier tone, while the lesser 
ones-were less strong. Barley was disposed to 
weakness, the recent speculative strain having 
been too much for free arrivals from the coun- 
try and liberai offerings of Canadian grain. Oats 
have also come forward freely,which makes them 
rule tame. Corn was depressed early by large 
offerings on Eastern account, three firms selling 
about 2,000,000 bu between them, but it reactea 
later, wit & good shipping demand, and closed 
strong,though foreign advices were not favorable 
Whegt was firmer, with reports of a good export 
demand in Baitimore, and the taking of a cargo 
of No. 2 spring here the previous day on an ex- 
portorder. It was aleo said that the opening 
of the stacks in Minnesota for thrashing reveais 
fearful demoralization inside, and that even the 
bears estimate a ioss of 10 per cent by spoiling 
through damp. Foreign advices were, however, 
of the order of dullness. Provisions were firmer, 
in sympathy with grain, but the trading 
was chiefly speculative, though it seemed 
to be chiefly based on the expectation 
of: a better European demand for meats. 
Mess pork closed 20c higher, at about $17.20 for 
pew seller December and $17.5254@17.56 for Jan- 
wary. Lard closed We higher, at $11.20@11.25 
asked for DecémMber and $11.3744@11.40 for Jan- 
uary. Sbort ribs closed 5c higher, at $9.05@9.07« 
seller February. Wheat closed 1%c higher, at 
$1.244G1.2%4% for December and $1.255%@1.25% 
for January. Corn ciosed steady, at 58\4@58%c 
for December and 634%@63%c for May. Oats 
closed \4@ Xe higher, at 444@44%c for Decem- 
ber and 45%@45%c for May. Kye closed \o 
higher, at 9644@97c for December and 974% @98c 
for January. Barley closed steady for No. 2 and 
2@3c lower for No. 3, at $1.01 cash November 
and December for the former, and 87@88e cash, 
%0c for the month, and 8c seller December for 
the latter. Hogs were strong, at $5.60@6.06 for 
ligbt and at $5.60@6.40 for heavy. Cattie were 
easier, with sales at $2.00@6.55. 

No changes were developed in the dry goods 
market. A fair seasonable business is in prog- 
ress, and the tone of the market continues firm 
and healthy. Boots and shoes are dull, the 
fall season having practically closed. Clothing 
and millinery goods aiso were reported dull. 
There was continued improvement in the de- 
mand for staple and fancy groceries. Prices, 
while generally firmer than ten days ago, show 
no quotable advance as yet. Dried fruits were 
in fair request at nominally steady prices. Fish 
remained firm. The market for butter contin- 
ues dull and weak for low and medium grades, 
being depressed by the iarge offerings of imita- 
tion butter. Choice and faucy sell at extreme 
prices. Cheese was quoted as before. in the 
oll marketa fair business was doing at about 
steady prices. There wasa well-sustained de- 
mand for pig-iron, ahd prices were strong. 

Hay was steady and fairly active at the de- 
cline of Monday. Shippers still keep aloof from 
the market, anticipating still lower prices. 
Broom-corn is active and unchanged. Eggs 
were a trifle easier, selling generally at 2c per 
doz for fresh.
